demanded by its surroundings either as a rural school, or as a 
school, of a large city, give to those educated in it sufficient 
elementary knowledge and practical ability. 

The Ukrainian elementary school system, of which at the tine 
of the foundation of the General Government, only weak traces could 
be recoznized has been reconstructed in accordance with the strength 
of the Ukrainian part of the population. At presont, thore are 
4,500 clementary schools, in which more than 1,CSC teachers teach 
their mother tongue, available for approximately 605,079 Ukrainian 
elementary school students. 

Special importance is attributed to the non-German vocational 
school system Ae far as the charactcr of those schools allows, 
they have been included in the war-essential and vital production 
as wcll as the reconstruction. In almost every district (Kreis) 
there is a lower agricultural school for beys, many districts 
(Kroise) ‘alse have Ane for, giris. v 1l 

Demanded by practical considerations, resulting from the 
necessities of war, the attemt wes made to introduce hicher special 
courses for the training of non-German replacements. Thus medical 
biological, veterinarian, forestry, agricultural and technical 


special courses were opened, 
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An edmirable number of physicians, veterineries, egriculturel 

leaders etc. could elresdy be usefully empleuyed by the administra tion 
of the Generel’ Governnent. 

In regerd to the health supervisicn of the netive population, 
the combetting of epidemics stends in first place. To combet 
typhus, by fer over 100 epidemics.hapitels heve been erected 
since the beginning of the German edministration. Numerous 
permanent delousing points have been established, in eddition 
nore then a thousand mobile delousing units heve been imported 
into the General Governnent from the Old Reich. Thus c.g. 254 
Gelousing points ere av2ilable at prescnt in the District of WARSAW 
with a dəily capecity of 27,800 persons. Before the establish- 
ment of the General Government, there were only 15 institutions 
available with a deily capacity of 1,790. 

In all districts (Kreise ), ceconteminetion squads are at work 

to disinfect lousy persons, *pertiuents, furnishings 

clothes, linen etc, end to carry out the necessary disinfection 
measures in case of infections diseasca. The typhus vaccine 
production is continuously being incressod. Lately, typhus vaccine 
is being produced in large quentities not only in “he WARSAW 
nationel institute but sien in the typhus institute of the 
BEHRING-works in:LiOW which wes opened by the Governor General 

in December 1942, The planned combetting of typhus resulted in 
success in keeping down this dengerous epidemic. Whereas in 1942, 
still sbout 90,COO inh=bitents were stricken with typhus, there 
were only 21,000 in the first 34 woeks of 1943. 

A hardly less denzorous epidemic, which is very common in CS 
General Government in ees biaon with the Reich, is abdominal

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e.e.. Lhe Polish Social Insurance helps the victims of labor. It was 
continued in all branches of sickness, accident,invelid and employees! 
insurance. By cash grants and a newly organized medical service with 
almost 2,000 doctors, the social insurance has spared large parts of the 
Polish population from dire need. The funds of the social insurance 
provide special care for the amily members of the workers employed in 

the Reich as well as the workers tuemselves, if they return to the General 
Government because of sickness or accident. 

Besides social insurance, which provides care for the victims of labcr, 
an extensive hilitary weifare has been built up for the care of the victims 
of war. With a yearly expenditure of over 70 million loty, over 70,000 
non-German war damaged persons and orphans have been taken care Of. een 
f) The authorities ^f the General Government, especially the personnel 
administrations of the governments, of the Eastern Raiiroad end the German 
postal system in the Fast have exerted ell their power in order to 
guerantee a living wege to the non—-Germen service meubers and their familics, 
especia ly since the salaries had to be kept at a lew level for reasons 
caused by the war. By the installetion of community kitchens, co-operetives, 
or as e.g, in the WARSAW district, the establishment of a regular noon meal 
in almost all official agencies, the living conditions of the non-German 
official employees has been improved decisively. 

g) After tedious reconstructive labor in the egricultvral field, lately 
succeeded 
the German administration’ in formulating the fond supply of the native 


population in such a way that 
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the workirg foreign netionals were no longer obliged to satisfy their 
end their families's livelyhood in time-consuming efforts on & froe 
narket. But it will elso be the intention of the governnont to onable 
the foreign worker in te future by regulated elloc=tion of his consumer 
goods to put his working power fully 2nd vunrestrictedly zt the disposal 
of the Gera {n reconst .ciion offort, If these outw>r@ prerequisites 
h-ve been coated, it will be all the easier to remove the/who malevolent 
does not w ke his wersiig power ev-ileble, or is evon activo against the 
Gorman iniocrost. 

In eny caso, after four yoars of administration of tho General 
Government, there is ®»solutely cause to recognize the service of tho 
non-German official employees of this administretion. - - - - 
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c) Besides this, the Genorel Goverment has sot itself into the 
service of the var amenent of the Reich with great offort . Even if 
no extensive figuros can be given for that beceuso of understandablo 
considerations, thy oxample of the WARSAW district alone shows the 
efforts which heave boen meade in this field of the expansion of the war 
production. 

In the middle of 1943, there were already 31 large W- enterprise 
and snother 43 enterpvises supervised by the armemont detachments 
(Ruestungskonmendo) in the WARSAW district. The number of employees 
of the armament fectories has increased from 1,600 men in 1939 to 
65,000 mon in 1943. The orders on hand which -mounted to 19.3. million 
Zloty et the end of 1939 already amounted to 430 million Zlotys in the 


middle of 1943 . 
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I now take the liberty to turn to the third part of my report and 
speak about. 

III the development of economic life during the past four years. 
l, Food ané Agriculture 

A review of the reconstruction work of four years in the field of 
food and agriculture shows a pleasing picture in every respect. 
With the aid of a strict leadership organization and a varied new 
agrarian legal order with many an oviginal legai creation, vecom- 
struction work has been performed hore as can hardly be shown for 
any period of time in the history of this area. 

It is known that the General Government is mainly composed of 
those areas of the forner Polish state which are agriculturally 
inferior and required subsidies, Into this area, at the time of 
the existence of the Polish state, 3/4 of a million tons of wheat 
had to be imported every year, because tts own production was not 
sufficient for the complete consumer recuirements of the large con- 
sumer centers WARSAW, LWCW, CRACOW. The catastrophic condition of 
Polish agriculture was only to a small extent cavsed by the immediate 
consequences of war. Of decisive inportance was | 
faulty agrarian policy of ths Polish national i.ondership which be- 
lieved to be able to carry out the contemplated economic and mili- 
tary rearmament at the expense of agriculture, and evitcendered it 
to international stock speculations by trying it lo the world market 
price. Being entirely unrenumerative because o the collapse of 
prices agriculture was forced to turn to intensive cultivation of 
the soil and to live off the reserves, Deteriose red tarm build- 
ings, starving cattle, obsolete and untended utensils and machinery 
and badly cultivated fields were tho external picture of this 


policy. 
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Thus in the autum of 1939 the agricultural leaders of the 
General Government were faced with a practically insoluble task, 
The season demanded the immediate beginning of the fall cultivation 
and other preliminary work for the next harvest. Essentielly left 
to themselves, these men began the reconstruction and they succeeded 
An the fall of 1939 as well as in the spring of 1940 in cultivating 
the soil, with pravtically no exception. 

Thanks to planned work the General Government survived the severe 
winters of 1940/41 and 1943/42 without serious losses, although 
by allocations of manpower and of stock of 211 kind much assistance 
had to be given to the Galicie district devastated by the Russian 
domination, 

For the first timc, a production battle could be proclaimed for 
the economic year of 1942/43, which - under the protection of a 
special decree by the Governor General — designates agriculture 
as the basic and decisive branch of the cconomy of this area, 

A survey of the most importené figures of the resulis since 
1939 will emphasize this. While in 1939 — as already mentioned — 
the Reich still had to loan 139.00 tous of grain to the Genersi 
Government in order to secure the supply » the winter 1939/46,

The forcizn helpers of the German leadership, especially the 
agronomists heve pleyod a considerable part in this extraordinary 


success, 2 fact which we willingly recognize. 
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Esvecially the great masses of farmers, down to the small 

and smellest enterprises, have in gencral willingly obeyed the orders 
of tho Gorman egricultural leadership. In this respect tho instel- 
lation of so-called model-entervrises (Beispiclwirtschefton) — of 
which the LUBLIN District elno created 3,432 until now — has had 
especially good results. The farmers of these areas obviously foel 
that for the first time in their turbulent, hard h y & government 
cares for thom, concerns itself with their fato, assists them with 
advice and aid how they may attala bettor living conditions by better 
work and botter i Oe

fhe Office for Soil Research nas earned exceptional credit in the 
exploration and utilization of the treasures of the soil as well as 
in geological survey. 
b) Since the beginning of the war, but especielly since the end of 
1942 industry stood under the symbol of increased effort. The armanent 
econony was expanded continuously, orders fron the Reich increased, the 
transfer of industry began to take effect. 

The lack of manpower, raw materiels and machines necessitated a 
thorough search (Durchkaemsung) of all manufacturing enterprises. 
In the RADOM district the cleensing of factories has reduced the 
1,500 industrial enterprises existing before the war, with approx. 
40,000 employes, to approx. 500 useful and accordingly improved 
enterprises to waich 50,C00 workers could now be allocated. The

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d.) In order to convert the entire system of communications of the 
General Government, Rail, Water and Highway, inte a sizable instrument 
of the war effort, the Governor General already plans for the next 
weeks the creation of a Main Department for Railroads. This new main 
department, under the leadership of the President of the Main 
Department for Railroads will in a sensible manner divide railroad, 
inland shipping and motor vehicle transportation according to superior 
viewpoints and under the exclusion of any overlapping and frictions 


between the individual meang of transportation. 


6. Technical Administration. 


The General Government by its geographical position is thse bridge 
between the Central European production and traffic center and the 
raw materiel areas of the Bast and thus has a task of special 


importance in regard to communicetion policy. 


a) The highway network of the former Polish state was by no means 
suitable for the new problems. Rether than that, everything has 

been done in those times to block off Poland from Germany and Russia 

by a onesided direction of its traffic towards WARSAW end the Baltic. 
After the determination of a new highway network adjusted to the 
new requirements in Nctober 1939, the Road Construction Administration 
took over approximately 3,8CC km of General Government roads, 3,700 km 
Jistrict ~oads and 5,900 km county (Kreis) reeds. In the axecution 

of the new highwey construction progranm first the rosds running Eust 
and West have been given modarn road tops and have been widened, algo 
appropriate bridges have been constructed. This task has been completed 
in August 1940. Besides that, a number of crossings over valleys and 


rivers, emong them 4 large bridges over the Vistula were constructed.

works, waich stopped at the very beginning. 

The work on the ROZNOW Dam , 50% of which had been completed 
by 1939, wee furthered under German leadership sa much that the 
reservoir could be filled in September 1941, and that in December 
1941 the first current could be generated. So far the expended 
funds amount to 55 million Zloty. The continuation of the construction

of the Equalization Dam CZCEOW (Ausgloichssperre), which hed been 
begun during the Polish period, hes been inaugurated in the fall 
of 1942, This dem cen probabiy be put into operation in the course 
of 1944, 

By plenned order and relentless exploitation of the available 
useful consumption possibilities it has been possible to adjust the 
energy supp.y to the most important requirements. The execution of this 
program of energy economy is in the fends of the Hestern Energy Co. Inc. 
(Ost-Energie-a.G.) founded by the government. Unt'l now in the
